The Adirondack runs between

The Saratoga is an old boat, having 
been built in 1877. 
She is 300 feet

Adirondack w as launched in 
1896 at a cost of $1,000,000 and is one 
of the fastest boats on the Hudson. 
She is 412 feet long and has five decks, 
on one of- which are 350 stateroom s.
